1. Mushy brakes. W hen your car is standing 


still, push your brake pedal down with a firm, 


steady pressure. Ii the pedal feels soft and sinks 


all the way to the floor board, you’ve got trouble 


that should be fixed right away. Could Ik- a 


leaking uheel cylinder. Or, more likely, a leaky 


master brake cylinder. 


This is a very important test, for it can re­ 


veal a dangerous condition that may not 


show up in normal braking.

2. Wandering wheels. If your front tires show 


more wear on one side ol the tread than tile 


other, your wheel alignment is probably at 


fault.

O n the road, you may notice that your car 


tends to wander and is hard to keep on a straight 


line.

SYRACUSE, N Y. (API-Vcmon 
Christopherson, 
35, 
apparently 
committed suicide by sealing him­ 
self in a $200 plywood box and in­ 
haling 
cyanide 
fumes, 
Sheriff’s 
dputies report. 
Christopherson’* body was found 
Wednesday night in the box in a 
hay field in Hie Town of Otisco, 
where he had lived. The field is 
26 miles southwest of Syracuse. 
His father, Edward, discovered 
the box in a hole about four inches 
deep. 
The box was made of *4-inch 
plywood and was about eight feet 
long. It was sealed from the in­ 
side with screws set six inches 
apart, the deputies said.
